House of First Governor Is 
Being Reconstructed. 


Camp. 


Snow Flurries Visit Northern 
Section of State. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) May 1.—Exact- 
ly fifty years after the date of its 
completion, the old. gubernatorial 
magsion is in process of reconstruc- 
tion. This “mansion,” the only one 
ever known in Arizona, was built in 
the spring of 1864 for the use of 
Gov. Goodwin, Arizona's first ex- 
ecutive, who then moved to the new 
town of Prescott from the Chino Val- 


ley Springs, twenty miles to the 
horthward, where the seat of ‘govern- 
ment had been temporarily estab- 
lished at'a military camp. Possibly 
twenty years ago the walis of the 
old log house were covered with lum- 
her. The logs again have been un- 
cayered are found still sound, 
with mud inking’ still in place. One 
of the interested spectators of the 
renovation has been Dan Hatz, the 
only living resident of the city who 
helped in the erection of the original 
etructure. The building, which is 
pleasantly situated in West Prescott, 
for years has been used as a resi- 
dence. 
SUMMER Y.M.C.A: CAMP. 

At Alto station on the Santa Fe 
line, nine miles west of Prescott, the 
Phoenix Y.M.C.A. is preparing for 
the establishment of a summer camp 
for boys and young men, of whom 
sixty are expected in June. The camp 
will be only a mile distant from Iron 
Springs, where several ~-hundred 
Phoenix people pass the heated sea- 
son at an elevation of about 7000 
feet. 

APRIL SNOWS. 

A freak storm visited Northern Ari- 
zona during the last four days of 
April, seattering snow throughout the 
forested section and causing a sharp 
drop in temperature that still con- 
tinues cold. 

DEMENTED WANDERER. 

Near the Santa Fe tracks, eighteen 
miles west of Williams, Michael 
Reagan~ was found wandering de- 
mented, almost unclothed and suffer- 
ing from wounds on neck and body, 
evidently inflicted by himself, though 
he deciared that an enemy had been 
pursuing and stabbing him. He was 
captured by Sheriff Patten of 
Coconino county and taken to Fiag- 
staff for examination. It is believed 
he is from Massachusetts and that he 
dropped from a  California-bound 
train. 


FILES NEW SUIT. 


When Percy V. Coldwell, superin- 
tendent of the Pioneers’ Home, late- 
ly dismissed his $20,000 libel suit 
against the Prescott Journal-Miner, it 
appears he did so only in order to 
prepare a better case, for a new com- 
plaint has just been filed, asking 
$20,000 damages, the additional sum 
covering allegations printed in the 
newspaper covering investigation into 
Coldwell's private character lately 
made by State Auditor Callaghan. 


SUMAN SUIT. 


Edwin C. Suman has sued in the 
local Superior Court for divorce from 
Fredrica C. Suman, now resident in 
California. In the complaint it ts 
alleged that the wife four years ago 
in Los Angeles instituted divorce pro- 
ceedings and that the court not only 
refused the petition, but granted him 
the custody of a daughter, now 15 
years old. Further allegation is made 
that the mother later secured custody 
of the child at an ex parte hearing, 
at which neither father nor child 
was allowed to testify. The case is 
to be heard without counsel repre- 
senting either side. 

MARLEYS’ TRIAL. 


The hardest-fought cattle-stealing 
case ever known in Northern Arizona 
is to be tried again, for the Supreme 
Court of Arizona has granted a new 
trial to the Marley brothers, who had 
been convicted at Holbrook on one 
count of charges that. involved the 
alleged theft of over $50,000 worth of 
live stock, all said to have been 
butchered near Winslow, the Marleys 
later selling the meat on contracts 
with railroad graders. It is under- 
stood that the defendants, who have 
been rated among the richest stock- 
men of their section, already have 
epent thousands of dollars in their 
defense. The new trial was granted 
on.the ground that permission was 
refused the defendants to produce 
evidence that they owned the cattle 
in question, though admitting that 
there was no bill of sale. 


GEN. FUNSTON’S CAREER. 


Has Had Varied Experience That 
Has Broadened His Mind and Makes 
Him a Good Commander. 

{Boston Advertiser: ] Brig.-Gen. 
Frederick Funston, who has 
dered to command the first troops or- 
dered to Mexico, was born in Carlisle, 
O., on November 9%, 1865. When 2 
years old his parents moved to Kan- 
sas, and he grew up on a farm. He 
graduated fram the Iola High School 
and became a teacher of a district 
school. Then’ he gave this up and 
became a student at the Kansas Uni- 
versity two years, leaving before his 
senior year. While at the university 
he Jearned the Spanish language from 
a senorita, with whom, for a time, he 
was said to be in love. 

In the summer of 1889, while still 

a student at the university, he went to 
Colorado, 4d after exploring some 
places in tha Rocky Mountains that 
were difficult of access, he became a 
guide to earn money to help pay his 
expenses, 
‘Two years after this his father, 
while a member of Congress, secured 
his appointment as botanist to accom- 
pany a surveying party sent out by 
the United States government to ex- 
plore Death Valley. He spent seven 
months In that desolate region, where 
the bones of emigrants of other days 
were still bleaching itn the flerce white 
heat of the sun. It was accounted a 
dangerous thing to do. He not only 
did all the government expected of 
him, but he won praise by the scope 
and thoroughness of his report. 

The second daring adventure of 
Funston was that which followed his 
appointment to visit Alaska. He pene- 
trated the frozen regions wherever his 
presence Was needed in the discharee 
of his commission. On one occasion 
he took some Indian guides and tray- 
eled 200 miles over the snow and ice 
to the rescue of a ship that was ice- 
bound. He went as far up the Yukon 
River as any man has gone §sirice, 


and he visited the places where golé ~ 
has since been found. 

After his return from Alaska Fun- 
ston became in turn promoter of & 
coffee plantation scheme in Central 
America, lecturer on Alaska and clerk 
in a railroad office in New York. He

doing, according to Charles L. Par-| 
sons, chief of the division of mineral 
technology of the Bureau of Mines, 


who has just prepared a report on © | 


the utilization of the large domestic 
supply of “fuller’s earth,” a peculiar 
clay, which has a score of commer- 
clal uses. 


This clay ig now used chiefly is 
the bleaching’ of edible and commer- .— 


cial olls, the absorptive quality of 
the mineral havihg the power to re«- 
move colors from fats, oils and — 
greases. Fuller's earth was first used 
for “fulling” or removing grease from. 
woolen goods, and takes its name 
from the process. At present this 
use, Owing to the cheapness of good 
soap, has almost wholly ceased. 

Twelve States in this country, ace 
cording to Mr. Parsons, have valuable 
deposits of fuller’s earth, yet last year 
more than 17,000 tons of this clay 
in a ground condition and nearly — 
2000 tons unground were imported . 
into the United States, having a price 
to the American oll refiners of more 
than $200,000. The figures show that . 
this country imported more than 
one-half of the amount of fuller’s © 
earth used in American industry, be- 
cause only 32,000 tons of the domeetice 
product were taken from the mines. 
Reporting to the Bureau of Minés 
on the neglect of the domestic flelds 
containing this valuable clay. Mr. 
Parsons says: 

“Although the United States pro- 
duces all of the fuller’s earth used 
for refining petroleum, most of this ~ 
clay used in bleaching @dible olls has 
been imported from England. Re- 
cently a few of the refiners of cot- 
tonseed ofl have begun to use do- ° 
mestic fuller’s earth, whereas others 
think that they are unable to sub-— 


stitute it successfully for English -- 


earth in their practice. Many same 
ples of American earth distinctly st- 
perior in bleaching power to the Eng- 


lish earth have come to the attention | 


of the Bureau of Mines, and as the. 
result of most thorough investiga- 
tions, which have been made, we be- 
lieve -that the United States has: 
fuller’s earth far better suited for ree — 
fining edible oljs than any which fs «. 
imported. To assure the almost uni- 


versal use of this earth by American ~~ 


refiners, there is required only a care- 
ful and Intelligent technical control 
of the preparation of the output and 
its application to the bleaching of . 
oils. 

“Most of the domestic production 
was from three plants in Flogida and 
one in Southwestern Georgia, and was 
used almost wholly for decolorizing 
petroleum. A small amount from 
other localities was used in the fre- 
fining of edible olls. No figures —

Our speciaity is automobile 
and furniture leather, with book- 
binding leather as a by-product, and 
our sales now exceed $1,000,000 per 
annum. 

1 spent a few days in Los An- 
geles recently and was very much 
impressed with its possibilities as a 
manufacturing center on the opening 
of thea Panama Canal. However, |!

facturing and industrial projects were 
being, if not actually discouraged, 
certainly not very loyally supported, 
and that companies which make for 
an industrial center are being con- 
demned or legislated out of your 
city.

To finally complete 
your aqueduct, reservoirs, dama, the 
two power plants in San Franciequito 
Canyon, and put them in good order, 
I would estimate from my persona!

I do 
not believe that investors would look 
with favor on excessive city bond is- 
sues, especially if they are for wun- 
necemary purposes. 

SAVE CITY'S CREDIT. 

' Our own firm has had great faith 
in your municipal bonds and has 
bought them freely, and we would 
like to see the affairs of your city so 
conducted as to keep your credit 
sound and leave sufficient money for 
necessary future improvements. 

The amount of water you can put 
through your hydro-electric plants for 
elty use, I believe, i about one-fifth 
thé capacity of your canal, and would 
not therefore produce a large amount 
of power. In order for your city to 
properly control the capacity of 
your’ aqueduct, must not additional 
water either be used in city distribu- 
tien or attached to the ilagd in the 
way of irrigation? 

The plan of bringing a supply of 
water to Los Angeles sufficient for 
the purposes of a great city is most 
admirable, and the production of an 
additional amount for irrigation in 
your section is doubtless wise and 
heartily GOmmended by all well- 


Certain of your officials will tell 
you that my criticisms are not 
sound, but I believe and know that 
they are, and that a thorough investi- 
gation by disinterested engineers 
would prove the correctness of my 
statements. The desire for municipal 
ownership on the part of certain of 
your people has probably prevented 
them from foreseeing .the birdens

NOT VIOLATION OF CHARTER. 


City May Co-operate With Com- 
panies to Supply kiectrical Power to 
City Consumers. 

In answer to an inquiry whether it 

would be a violation of the city char- 
ter for the city to co-operate with 
the power companies in employing the 
latter to furnish the city’s electrical 
power to city consumers under muni- 
cipal management, Oscar A. Trippet, 
attorney, answers that it would not be. 
Mr. Trippet writes az follows: “The 
Board of Public Service Commiesion- 
ers shall have the power (says the city 
charter) to manage and contro! all 
waters, water righta, water-Dearing 
lands, water works, reservoirs, zcanjas, 
ditches and all electric planta, works, 
systems and equipments, and al! elec- 
tric power belonging to the city. 
“Under such a contract as proposed 
the plants, works, systems and equip- 
ments would simply perform a service 
for the city, but would no more be- 
long to the city than would a wagon 
which the city employed te heul a 
ton of coal to a generating plant. 
“On the contrary, under such an 
arrangement, the electric power would 
belong to the city and the city would 
manage and contro! it. 
“The plants, works, systems and 
equipments would continue to belong 
to the companies, but by such an ar- 
rangement as proposed, the board ap- 
pointed would be independent, both of 
the city and the companies such 
a board would contro] the “plants, 
works, systems and equipments.”

“Two statements made by the Su- 
preme Interpreter of the gospel of 
our Lord, as indicated in the tenth 
and twelfth verses of the fourteenth 
chapter of Paul's letter to the Chris- 
tlans at Rome: 

“ “For we shall all stand before the 
judgment seat of God.’ 

“So then each one of us shall give 
account of himself to God.’ 

“Let me read the three verses to- 
gether: ‘For we shall all stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of God, for it 
is written, as I live, sayeth the Lord. 
to Me every knee shall bow and every 
tongue shall confess to God. So then 
each one of us shall give account of 
himself to God.’ 

“Our Lord Christ had many beav- 
tiful and delightful and pleasant 
things to say. He was a man of aus- 
tere life, a man of tragic conviction. 

“And because life may become a 
tragedy unless it is lived aright, be- 
cause the soul may come into eternal 
death, unless the sou! learns to live 
the eterna! life, because of austere 
facts like this the Master dared not 
allow the lighter and finer qualities of 
His ministry to overshadow the stern 
necessity of preaching and teaching 
and living the basal fact that one 
must live in fellowship with God here 
and now if one would live in fellow- 
ship with God there and then. 

“Tt is not significant whether al! 
mankind is to be judged on one great 
udgment day or whether each in- 

ividual will meet his judgment day 
alone—that is unimportant and  in- 
significant. Nor am I concerned with 
any of the outward facts of the judg- 
ment, whether there be a throne and 
a visible judge seated thereon, or 
whether it be a judgment of the great 
Judge, ministered through the coa- 
science of each. Concerning that I 
know not. I only know this: That 
for each one of us there is inevitably 
a judgment day. And I mean more 
than the fact, so complacently _re- 
tailed now and then by some of our 
superficial moralists, that each day is 
a judgment day, and that each act is 
in itself such that a judgment is 
passed upon it at once. That is al! 
true, but the eternal and inevitable 
fact is that at the end of life there 
is @ summing up of life's directions, 
a bringing together of life's qualities, 
a final showing of all the facts and 
forces which go to make up what we 
call human character. And that life 
and that character will be judged of 
God just as certainly as there is a 
God in this universe. 

“This same gentile Christ, who

RANDEIS, THE BUTTER-IN. 

“Col.” Harris Weinstock, the Sacra- 
mento politician and San Francisco mem- 
ber of the United States Commission on In- 
dustrial Relations, has been in Washing- 
ton investigating the causes of industrial 
unrest, and formulating. a remedy for 
strikes and lockouts. 

The colonel (what regiment’) avers that 
scientific management and collective bar 
gaining are calculfted to improve mate- 
rially the condition of employees. They 
will reduce @e cost of production and in- 
crease the profits for the employer hy an 
average of 30 per cent of the profits of 
the men. 

Gompers and his gang do not agree with 
Weinstock. They declare that “scientific 
management takes the profits out of the 
hide of the workers.” 

The disposition of employers of labor to 
favor scientific management will be les- 
sened by the fact that Louls N. Brandeia, 
the Boston butter-in, favors {t. Brandeis 
turns toward those cash-disbursing com- 
mittees with which the hub of the uni- 
verse abounds a face lit with the fire of 
approval and expectation. He fattened for 
a time on the debris of the meals which 
Gifford Pinchot received from the coal cor- 
porations which crushed Alaskan compett- 
tion. Since Pinchot went out of the lime- 
light, Brandeis has not thrived so well, but 
if there is any job to be had in the way of 
acting as compensated legal adviser to a 
committee, Brandeis will be there with his 
nose and both feet in the trough. The 
recommendations of Weinstock will he 
handicapped by the support of Brandels, 
which is to be regretted, for they seem to 
be intrinsically wise and beneficial. 


CATTERGOOD’S UNRELIABLE POWER 
PLANT ESTIMATES. 

The first annual report of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct, published March 15, 1907, prior 
to the voting of the $23,000,000 bonds, for 
which the power comphnies cheerfully 
worked, in common with almost al! of the 
citizens of that date, contains the following: 

“Net yearly earnings from said total 
available power in the San Francis- 
quito Canyon, delivered at a substation 
in Los Angeles, to factories, railways 
and distributing companies, at whole 
sale rates, $1,496,000.” 

These are Chief Electrical Engineer Scat 
tergood’s own words and make up his est! 
mate of yearly net earnings from the two 
San Francisquito power plants. They were 
made official by distribution of the report 
to the people, and contemplated selling the 
power at wholesale. This estimate was 
based on the total output of five ceneratine 


unite in each of the two plants, a total of 
This continent has been cut In two at Pan- 


ten units. The present plan of the city’s 
power bureau fs to inetall but three units 
fn one plant. Two steel transmission lines 
were contemplated then—only one now. 
For two complete power plants and trans- 
mission lines the total cost was estimated in 
1907 at $4,490,000, including $1,982,900 for 
(here are the words of the report:) “total 
initial cost of extra hydraulic work incident

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to said power development in the Sana Fran- 
cisquito Canyon, $1,982,000.” 

Bat we are not now to get “two complete 
power plants and transmission lines,” but 
only one power plant with three instead of 
five generating units, and only one trans 
mission line to the city’s substation. Noth- 
ing more is being constructed nor contem- 
plated by the $1,250,000 bonds (which we 
cannot get at this time unless we vote the 
blanket proposed single issue of $6,500,000— 
an outrageous disfranchising proposition) 
now asked for to “complete the plant.’ For 
the lessened power and transmission pro- 
vision not less than $1,066,000 must be de 
ducted from Engineer Scattergood’s cost es 
timate made in 1907 of $4,490,000, properly 
reducing that cost estimate to $3,424,000. 

Now, how does the cost of this work, done 
under Engineer Scattergood’s direction, 
compare with his estimate of what it would 
cost? Here are the amounts secured and 
asked for by his power bureau:

Engineer Scattergood's official es- 


or not much short of $2,000,000. On that 
$1,926,000 of exgess expenditure the cost to 
the taxpayers at 7 per cent. is $154,482 a 
year, with the prospect of $52,500 a year 
more, because, as Engineer Scattergood told 
the directors of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association on April 8, last, it 
will take $2,000,000 instead of $1,250,000 to 
complete power plant No. 1, or a further 
expenditure in excess of his estimate of 
$750,000. 

If, as here shown, Engineer Scattergood's 
power plants cost estimates have proven s0 
utterly unreliable what value can be placed 
on those he is making now of possible 
profits in the future to the city if it goes 
$6,500,000 further into debt for the construc- 
tion or acquirement by confiseatory con- 
demnation of a partial electric distribution 
system? 

We must not forget that by voting “No” 
on the proposed $6,500,000 bond issue we 
shall save oursel.es as taxpayers $455,000 
a year taxes (interest and sinking fund,) 
and that by making a co-operative arrange 
ment with the power companies for the use 
by the city of their three complete distrib- 
uting systems, we can gather in a cash rev- 
enue of fully $1,000,000 a year, without those 
companies making a single cent of profit 
out of the city’s power. Is this good busl- 
ness or is it not? The answer is obvious. 
We must vote “No” and save ourselves 
$1,455,000 a year. 

Sentiment and politics should have no 
place in reaching a solution of such an eco 
nomic problem as a bond issue. We tax- 
paying voters may favor theoretical munici- 
pal ownership or we may not. Many do 
and many do not. That is not the real ques- 
tion at issue. That real question is: Shall 
we unnecessarfly add to our already too 
heavy tax burdens $455,000 a year or shall 
we not? Shall we reduce our taxes by 
gathering in $1,000,000 a year, without a 
dollar’s increase in our bondgd indebtedness, 
gy shall we not? 

Bonds are secured by mortgages on prop- 
erty and city bonds mortgage for forty 
years practically all property in the «ity, 
including our homes, large and emall. It {s 
on those small homes particularly that the 
pressure of unnecessary taxes always falls 
the hardest.

The victories of peace are i: ‘nitely 
more important and lasting than the vic- 
tories of war. The present get-together 
spirit of the three most powerful of the 
Tatin republics with our own\ people will 
start new avenues of trade and\commerce 
between al) the nations on the western 
continent, and divert that trade from 
European and more distant foreign coun- 
tries. Moreover it will prove to the world 
that America is big enough and united 
enough and strong enough to take care of 
her own troubles and discipline her own 
children when they require it, that the 
‘most widely separated geographically of 
her peoples can get together and act as a 
unit when any crisis is imminent in any 
part of the continent, north or south.

in the East, conducting Bible con- 
ferences. He took for his subject, 
“The Gospel Story, the Christians 
True Glory,” preaching on the text, 
First Corinthians i:31, “He that 
giorieth, let him glory in the Lord.” 
He in part: 

“Bpeaking at Fulton-street noon- 
day prayer meeting recently on one 
aspect of the cross of Christ I was 
met at the close of the address by 
Philip Mauro, author and 
lawyer. What he said day 
prompts the sermon of this morning, 
for said he, ‘Mr. Tucker, continue to 
preach the cross as you have today 
and be as jealous for it as the Apostie 
Paul was in First Corinthians, for 
there the apostie reckons only on 

cross.’ 

“I have been jealous for the cross 
and you bear me witness I have been 
zealous for the cross, for since the 
first sermon of the new year I have 
had no other sUbject. I am more 
convinced today than ever that the 
cross is the one place where God 
has displayed His wisdom and put 
forth His power. Tie cross of Christ 
and its place in preaching is much 
like in the spiritual world as the 
advertisement of Silverwood's in The 
Times concerning a certain brand of 
clothing, a suit of which was sur- 
rounded by a circle of men with at- 
tention centered. The advertisement 
pertinently said, ‘at whatever angle 
you may view, it is the best.’ At what- 
ever angle you look at the cross of 
Christ it is divine benevolence and 
bounty: it is divine basis for al! 
blessing: it is the heart of all God's 
purpose and the only hope of human 
peop lea. At whatever angle the 
atonement is viewed it is with com- 
plete satisfaction. 

“The apostie in First Corinthians 
shows how God has poured contempt 
upon the wisdom, which is known 
as the wisdom of this world. The 
world cannot by wisdom come to 
know God or to understand God. 
God reveals Himself to our under- 
standing, but does not conceal Him- 
self to challenge our understanding. 
The cross is foolishness to the world 
system, but it is full of the revela- 
tion of Ged in redemptive purposes, 
therefore. the apostle concludes by 
deciaring., that in our lack of wis- 
dom God has made Christ unto us 
wisdom. In the absence of our right- 
eousness God has made Christ our 
righteousness and being found in cor- 
‘Tuption and defilernent God has made 
Christ our sanctification and having 
no power for self-deliverance God has 
made Christ unto us redemption. 

“Bo if all we have is in Christ. 
therefore, the apostie exclaims: ‘Let 
him that gilorieth, glory in the Lor.’ 
Indeed the truth of the goape! story 
is the one object of the true ‘)hris- 
tilans’ glory.” 


REV. F. W. BURNHAM. 
WILSHIRE BOULEVARD CHURCH. 
WHEN ALL ELSE FAILS US THE FATH. 
ER’'S LOVE REMAINS 
UNSHAKABLE 

“Going Back to Father” was the 
theme upon which Rev. Frederick W. 
Burnham preached a thoughtful ser- 
mon to the congregation of the Wil- 
shire Boulevard Church yesterday 
morning. He said in part: 

“When some run-away couple, or 
wayward gon of the well-to-do par- 
ents gets stranded on the streets of 
our western metropolis or taken in 
by the police the common experience, 
as a last resort, is to wire Dad for 
help. The worldly wise note the in- 
eldent with sarcastic smile observing, 
‘It's too bad for the old man: but it 
is the old, old story. 

“The prodigal and his return i« an 
old story and oft repeeted; but Jesus 
saw in it something of deeper signifi- 
cance for us all, and made such an in- 
cident the revelation of his finest 
message about God. That soft spot 
in Father's heart to which every err- 
ing child appeals with infallible in- 
stinct, which makes ‘Dad’ seem an 
easy mark to the sinw®le mindec, is 
a divine factor in human relations and 
ie iteelf most like the heart of God. 

“When you think of it, what else is 
there left for any prodigal to do” 
What avenue: of escape. what hope 
of recovery, what prospect:of redemp- 
tion and of reparation for the wrong. 
what possibility of future achievement 
unless somewhere there abides for- 
giving love”? And what are fathers 
for except it be to be god-like itn their 
strenath to bear the infirmities of the 
weak? God hath linked t‘gether the 
very possibilities of fatherhood with 
the capacity for compassion. To 
know a father’s love its to know 4 
giant's tenderness. 

“When the prodigal comes him- 
self love grips hie better antrr: Did 
you note that story tn The Times the 
other day of a young woman who was 
about to be deported with her Jap- 
anese husband, whom she had mar- 
ried and for whom she had quit the 
life of the underworld and struggled 
toward the better way, because he was 
the only male human being who had 
ever shown her kindness” Wonderfy! 
je the power of kindness to redeem! 
And wonderful ia that inherent life 
in buman hearts which wakena at 
the touch of love as flowers rise up 
at the breath of Spring! 

“Rut going back to father is not so 
simple a matter as it is sometimes 
made to seem. Tt ta serious business. 
Tt embraces grave tmplications. Tt 
involves far the prodigal a final and 
fair facing of the consequences. Al! 
the steps of the outward course must 
be retraced. more—the abiding 
inner effect of that fllng with the 
flesh. like the tnjury to a spring bent 
too far. muat be reckoned with as a 
weakness ever to be guarded tn the 
future. “Prodigal ts the title 
of a striking poem which sounds this 
note. 

“There are complications, also, in 
going back to Father. The prodigal 
is not the only person tp be considered. 
His return puts a test wpon others 
With the Father's abundant forgive- 
ness, and even if the elder brother 
manifests all the love of a brother's 
part, vet the home relations are testa! 
as by fire. The joy of finding the 
lost t¢ a jov which is purchased by 
the blood of the heart of the finder. 
“There is joy in the presence of the 
angele of God over one sinner that 
repenteth;” but go stand by the cross 
of Christ and know what It cot that 
repentence and remission of sins 
might be preached in His name unto 
all the nations.”’

“We lose as a church a great chance 
for @ervice when we fall to put men 
to work along the various lines of 
their best adaptation. 

“The church has failed to develop 
ite full efficlency—nay, it has falled 
to develop any considerable part of its 
efficiency, because it has failed to rec- 
ognize this great truth; and if the’ 
church is to continue in our modern | 
society, it must continue by actually | 
getting busy with the work that Je- 
sus Christ busied himself with, and by 
touching life at all the pointa where 
he touched life.
